budget, it will operate independently 
of SGA under the authority of the 
Director of Student Affairs. 

Presently a committee whose pur* 
pose is to choose a director for the 
proposed entertainment committee is 
being farmed. 

After studying a bureau of student 
rights system at SGA’s request, War- 
ren Bell announced to the senate that 
he questions the necessity of such a 
structure at this time. 

Not Enough Shaft 

The purpose of the rights bureau 
would be to protect students from 
being abused academically or victims 
of unjust disciplinary reprimand, Bell 
said. "But not that many people are 
getting shafted, and an organization 
needs to be doing something." 

In view of his findings, he recom- 
mended that the Chancellor appoint 
a half-student /half- -faculty committee 
to study our present student rights 
procedures, expand them and create 
new ones. 

Yearly Review 

After the committee has firmly 
established a student-rights system. 
Bell said, the Chancellor should "ap- 
point a standing committee to yearly 
review procedures to assure that they 
will change as the university does/* 


LSUS Given 
Use Of Gym 

The expansion of our intramural 
sports program this year is due to 
the determination and effort of sev- 
eral people, but the program really 
could not have gotten to where it 
is now without the generosity of the 
Louisiana National Guard in Shreve- 
port, under the command of Colonel 
H, A. Lazarus, Jr. 

Col, Lazarus is allowing LSUS to 
use the gym at Fort Humbug with- 
out any cost, except for the paying 
of one guardsman to stand watch 
whenever the gym is being used. 
This is a very generous offer indeed 
considering the $50.0CLa-mght fee 
the school was paying the Caddo 
School Board last year for the usage 
of one of their gyms. 

Col. Lazarus, who is a World War 
II vet and has been with the Na- 
tional Guard in Shreveport since 
1947, said he saw the need LSUS 
had for a gym and he saw no reason 
to make any money off of the ar- 
rangement. He also said it is his 
hope that as a result of the arrange- 
ment, the Guard can "establish a bet- 
ter rapport” with the students of 
LSUS and possibly interest some in 
the Guard and the programs it has 
to offer. 


Professor Will 
Attend Course 

Dr, Robert L, Benefield, assistant 
professor of psychology at LSUS, has 
recently been selected to attend a 
National Science Foundation Chau- 
tauqua-type short course on bio- soci- 
ology. 

The course will meet March 4-5 in 
Baton Rouge. 

The program will deal with the 
biological basis of social behaviors in 
nonhuman animals and is being con- 
ducted by Dr, Martin W. Scbein, 
noted biologist of West Virginia Uni- 
versity, 


Our present procedure entails suc- 
cessive appeals to instructor, depart- 
ment chairman, dean, vice chancellor 
for academic affairs, chancellor and 
the Board of Supervisors. 

Willis Proposes Numbers 

Freshman senator Chuck Willis, 
Monday, moved that the rooms in all 
buildings be changed to a consecu- 
tive numbering system. The pro- 
posal, thought by some to be infeasi- 
ble, was referred to the Student Wel- 
fare Committee for study. 

Senator David Towns, freshman, 
in a proposal accepted by the senate, 
requested that a senator be elected 
by the senate to accompany the LSUS 
delegation to the Louisiana Student 
Association Convention. 

For Protection 

He also asked that the president 
be required to submit a list of pro- 
posed delegates to the conventions 
before appropriations are made, "This 
insures us that the president doesn*t 
decide to take just anybody with 
him,” Towns remarked. 

Chosen by secret ballot to fill fresh- 
man seats that have hitherto been 
vacant were Shirley Maraman and 
Reginald Abrams. 

Bailey Smith, junior senator re- 
signed, No reason has yet been of- 
fered. 


Meeting Held 
By Law Society 

Fred Sexton, assistant district at- 
torney for Caddo Parish, speaking 
before a recent meeting of the LSLTS 
Law Society, discussed new career 
openings for lawyers in public service. 

Due to the huge demand for legal 
aid, many new jobs are springing up 
for graduating law students. Such 
jobs include legal police advisors, 
free legal aid offices for the poor and 
consumer protection offices, providing 
listeners for die people. Mr. Sexton 
emphasized that even though the pay 
in these fields is not always propor- 
tional to the amount of aid they pro- 
vide, the experience is valuable. 

Stating that a degree in law is 
valuable in any field, he said that 
law school is helpful in teaching 
methods of problem solving. 

The law society also made plans 
for future activities, Including the 
giving of a sample law school ad- 
missions test to interested students 
later this semester. 

New Award 
To Be Given

Sexton, Jr.; both were debaters when 
they were at Byrd High School 
Material in Our Backyard 
On the other hand. Dr. Mary Ann 
McBride, dean, college of libera! arts, 
was very strong in debate at both St, 
Vincent High School and at Louisi- 
ana Tech University, 

With the talent in tills area and 
the superb training in our high 
schools, LSUS has in its own back- 
yard the material to get into compe- 
titive debating. This poses a ques- 
tion. 

Tournament in The Future? 

Does the university start a debate 
program to attract debaters, or get 
some participants and begin compet- 
ing? Possibly both could be done si- 
multaneously. Cloud, thinking aloud, 
proposed the possibility of LSUS 
hosting a state high school debate 
tournament, with faculty and staff 
from the university as judges, 

A competitive event would draw 
the top debate teams to our campus, 
A tournament could be held and a 
debate program could be initiated 
the next year. 

Debate Course Offered 
Communications 265, Argumenta- 
tion and Debate, will be taught in 
the spring semester, 9:30-11:00 a.m. 
on Tuesdays and Thursdays. The 
basic subject topic is die national col- 
legiate question, "the energy crisis/* 
and more specifically, "should the 
federal government resolve the supply 
and demand problem?** 

Communications 265 is designed to 
teach how to gather material, and 
develop the argument before the con- 
test and "how to think on your feet" 
while debating. 

Need to Get Involved 
It is expected that interest in com- 
petitive debating will increase since 
LSUS has become a four-year uni- 
versity. Cloud says he hopes next 
fall the university can add an addi- 
tional staff member whose duties will 
include coaching a debate team. 

"We must get involved and field 
a competitive team,” says Cloud, 
"almost all state-supported colleges 
and universities in La. are active in 
debating,” 

On the other hand, it has long been 
said on this campus there is a great 
need for something to give morale to 
die student body. A winning com- 
petitive debate team could well be 
the rallying point.

Would you like to order your car 
license instead of waiting hours in a 
line, and nearing the front, hear the 
clerk say, "Sorry, it is closing time?" 

Some two million black-on- white 
tags are ready for sale beginning 
Dec, 1, 1973. 

Director of the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety, Hick ley Waguespack, has 
simplified and revised mail-order 
forms which will be sent to nearly 
al! Louisiana automobile owners. 
Omit the Pink Slip 
All the owner needs to do is check 
the printed information for correct- 
ness, sign the form and mail it with 
a check for $0.50 to the address on 
the form* "Thus year, for the first 
time," said Waguespack, "the pink 
slip does not have to he included " 
On the other hand* you only pay 
$6 for a small tag to affix to the 
license plate two -years later. The 
original licenses are designed to last 
six years then they will he replaced. 

Department Change 
This year the Motor Vehicle Divi- 
sion is under the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety and is not under the Reve- 
nue Department as in the past. 

It is important to order by mail to 
prevent long periods of waiting at 
the few substations which will be 
open this year. If car owners do not 
cooperate it is likely there will be 
those standing in long lines only to 
hear, "Sorry, it is dosing time." 


LSUS Is Months 
Ahead Of Nixon

LSUS is three months ahead of 
Nixon in controlling the energy crisis, 

George Kalmbach, Director of the 
Physical Plant, said LSUS began con- 
servating energy at the first of the 
school year. 

In the summer* the thermostat is 
set higher than normal* and in the 
svinter it is lower. Right now, we 
are complying with Nixon's request 
for an average room temperature ot 
65-68 degrees. 

However, the power is not turned 
off completely at night nor on the 
weekend since it would exert so much 
more to raise the temperature to the 
controlled level. 

Kalmbach stated that the janitors 
are instructed to turn off tire lights 
in rooms not in use at night and after 
the last evening class has adjourned. 

Furthermore, the 100 wattage has 
been reduced in the lights along the 
walkways. “They are not to be read 
by/' noted Kalmbach, “but walked 
by” 

Self-discipline will be needed in 
the library' building when passing a 
thermostat not locked up in a covet 
piece* "To change the regulators," 
said Kalmbach, "it would cost up 
near the thousands.” 

Whether faculty or student, an in- 
dividual effort to help control the
